The defense budget—proposed st 38 bil­ 
lion dollars by ths President — is by far 
th# biggest of all. Senator Bridges thinks 
that a fairly modest cut should be made 
here—750 minion initially, and perhaps 
rising to one billion later. 
He points out that if the foreign aid 
budget is reduced by the same percentage 
that has been applied to requests during 
the last four years, the 1958 saving will 
be 950 million dollars. He also feels that 
an additional 250 million can now be pared 
without damage. 
Finally, he is confident — from 21 years 
experience on the Appropriations Commit­ 
tee — that at least 800 million can be 
saved in miscellaneous cuts. The Senate 
has parsed a 3.6 billion dollar authorization 
bill for foreign aid, but economy forces 
promise a fight to slash this figure when 
the appropriations bill comes up for a vote.

public is swindled there is really 
little to do about it. 
In a letter to Senator James O. 
Eastland, J. Sinclair Armstrong, 
w ho in April headed SEC but is 
sow in a more comfortable spot 
In the Navy, wrote: 
“Swiss trusts and similar finan­ 
cial institutions and devices have 
treated a serious problem for the 
Commission in the enforcement of 
a num ber at the provisions of the 
Securities Act of 1933 and the 
Securities Exchange Act of 1934. 
The problem arises from the fact 
th a t, as you realize, under the 
law s and customs of Switzerland, 
Su 'iss banks and similar institu­ 
tions do not disclose the nam es of 
th e persons for whom they are 
acting. 
"Sim ilar problems arise in con­ 
nection with American securities 


held in the names of banks, brok­ 
ers, or other institutions in other 
foreign countries, since such in­ 
stitutions are not subject to the 
jurisdiction of this Commission 
and there is no way In which we 
can require them to disclose the 
identities of their principals if they 
do not choose to, or are under 
instructions from their principals 
not to do so.” 
But the fact is that thousands 
of dollars a day are deposited in 
American banks to be transferred 
immediately 
to 
numbered 
ac­ 
counts in Switzerland Or else­ 
where. The accumption was, un­ 
til Investigation proved it untrue, 
that the depositor left his name 
and address. 
But 
in has been established 
that he may leave a fictitious 
nam e and address. Actually, the 
depositor ceases to exist the mo­ 
ment he deposits the money in a 
perfectly reputable bank in any 
American city to be transferred 
to a numbered account in Switzer­ 
land or elsewhere. The American 
bank transfers the money. 
The alien bank knot's who X98 
is and has no interest in the 
fictitious name of the depositor. 
Thus, a tax evasion may be prac­ 
tised and all trace of the evader 
has been removed. 
Clever! Of course, it is clever. 
This transaction involves three 
minds—the owner of the money, 
a lawyer, and an accountant. But 
there is no evidence and there 
is not any agency of government 
which has any means to discover 
what has happened and how m qfh 
money' is being siphoned out of the 
United States and for what rea­ 
son. 
Arm strong said: 
" . . . Inability to ascertain the 


Identity of the beneficial owners 
of securities (rf American corpor­ 
ations held by various foreign fi­ 
nancial institutions makes it dif­ 
ficult, in some cases, to deter­ 
mine whether or not persons in 
fact subject to the requirem ents 
(rf Section 16 ta) are complying 
w ith these requirem ents." 
Section l f (a) is im portant be­ 
cause it means th at the beneficial 
owner of more than IO per cent 
of any class of any equity secur­ 
ity sold In any American ex­ 
change and every officer and di­ 
rector of the issuer of such a se­ 
curity must file a record of his 
holding. But suppose the holding 
is by a Swiss Bank or an anony­ 
mous personage in Europe or 
Nassau or Canada, how does the 
law apply? In a word, a whole 
set of devices has been developed, 
the object of which is to violate 
the law w ithout penalty. And the 
devices all work well. 
In fact, studies show that about 
IO per cent of the shares of pub­ 
licly held 
corporations 
in the 
United States are registered in 
the names of nominees, that an 
additional IO per cent are regis­ 
tered in the names of brokers and 
dealers, and about 15 per cent 
more are held in the names of 
fiduciaries which are impersonal 
Institutions. 
So w'ho are the beneficial own­ 
ers? In this 35 per cent may rest 
the control of a public company.

B ut exactly two weeks prior to 
the day the Japanese Prem ier is 
due here, the door was firmly shut 
on this issue.

State wanted nothing done un­ 
til after Rishi’* 
visit.

pointed out this m atter was on 
his announced agenda; th at he 
had been advised President Eis­ 
enhower 
and 
Secretary 
Dulles 
would discus* It w ith him; and 
that Is was politically very Im­ 
portant to Rishi to do that. 
Pentagon officials saw no rea­ 
son for delay. They urged the 
executive order, reaffirming Am­ 
erican control over the Ryukyus, 
be issued before Rishi arrived, 
contending th at would not pre­ 
vent his discussing the subject. 
In the midst of this backstage 
eontrovery, the

"The U. 8. will have 
the right to exercise all and any 
powers of administration, legis­ 
lation and jurisdiction over the 
territory and inhabitants of these 
Islands Including their territorial 
waters.” 
The executive order vest* ad­ 
ministrative authority ever the 
islands in the Defense Depart­ 
ment. Secretary Wilson ha* dele­ 
gated that to the Army. 
The Ryukyu chain, southeast 
of Japan, is 775 miles long and 
consist* of 140 Islands. Okinawa 
is 850 miles from Tokyo. Total 
population on 
the Ryukyus is 
800.000, of which 875,000 are on 
Okinawa. The people elect their 
own legislature. 
Certain of its 
activities are subject to U. S re­ 
view. 
The U. S. has spent more than 
8500.000.000 on the Okinawa bates. 
The Army wants to erect one of 
Its new “package” atomic power 
plants there. But Secretary Wil­ 
son rejected that proposal “for 
the present.’* 
D istrustful- Senator J. William 
Fulbright <D., Ark), author of 
the world-renowned foreign schol­ 
arship program, has come to a 
harsh decision regarding the De­ 
fense Department. 
He Is no longer going to trust 
its statistic*. 
The one-time university presi­ 
dent and chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee reached that 
critical decision after attending 
two meetings at which the De­ 
fense Department submitted dif­ 
ferent totals on the number of 
U. S. bases abroad. 
The first session, at a White 
House briefing on the embattled 
foreign aid bill. Fulbright and 
other senators were shown a list 
of 175 of these bases. The second 
meeting, at the Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, another chart 
was produced with 250 military 
bases. 
Spotting this wide discrepancy, 
Fulbright sought an explanation 
from Mansfield Sprague, assistant 
of Defense Secretary Wilson. 
“The other day. at the White 
H ouse” said Fulbright, "there 
were 175 base* on the chart you 
showed us. 
Now you come up 
with a list of 250 hose*. That I* 
building them pretty fast. Isn t 
It?” 
“We derided we could Indicate 
there were that many more bases 
at

meeting,”

Sprague. 
“I am sure that Is very kind 
of you,” replied Fulbright irily, 
“particularly tat view of the fact 
that the President told us nothing 
would be beld back from os at 
the W hite House meeting. How 
do you explain that?’
